URGED BY SMITH 


Chairman of Power Com- 
mission Tells Bar Asse- 
ciation’ That Public 
Must Be Given Facts. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—(/)— 
Full publicity concerning the affairs 
of public utility companies to bring 
about more effective regulation was 
advocated today by George Otis Smith. 
chairman of the power commission.

Of Florida Primary Ballots 


BROOKSVILLE, Fla., Oct. 10.—gevidences of tampering found. 


(/)—The recount tally of June pri- 
mary votes for Congressman Drane 
and J. Hardin Peterson in four of 
seven Hernando county precincts was 
rejected tonight by Judge Stringer in 
circuit court, The decision means the 
original count stands, with Peterson 
remaining the democratic nominee for 
congress in the first district. 

The election officials, who were 
brought into court this afternoon 
when ined to certify the tally 
of the recount, charging the boxes 
had been tampered with after the of- 
ficial primary count was made, were 
discharged by Judge Stringer. The 
cost of _the recount was assessed 
equally between Congressman Drane 
and Peterson.

no material change from the tally 
after the primary. The tallies of the 
recount in precincts 4, 4 1-2, 5 and 6 
had given gressman Drane a por- 
ported gain of 244 votes.

He said it 
also was understood that $25.000 had 
been cabled the elder Insull from 
Chicago. 

Should it be shown, Swanson said, 
that the younger Insull carried $75,- 
000 to his father, the son “might face 
charges of being an accomplice.” 

Previously the United Srates had 
attempted to bring about the detention 
of Mr. Insull in France for the pur- 
pose of starting an extradition action. 
But he left Paris too quickly for the 
American authorities to act. He went 
to Italy and there the story was re 
peated. Twenty-four honrs after he 
had departed for Athens the embassy 
at Rome received a cabled request for 
his arrest. 

“I have come to Athens purely as

RAND JURY IN CHICAGO 


CHICAGO, Oct. 10.—@)—The 
grand jury today pried into the code 
messages cabled to fugitive Samuel 
Insull,in Europe and was told that a 
former receiver of Middle West Util- 
ities Company had been one of those 
counseling him to go to Greece. 

State’s Attorney John A. Swanson, 
directimg the grand jury inquiry, said 
he was running down a rumor that 
Samuel Insull Jr., son of the deposed 
utilities leader, had taken $75,000 to 
his father in Paris. Swanson said he 
was interested in the source of the 
money and the possibility of charging 
the younger Insull as an accessory. 

John F. O’Keeefe, confidential sec- 
retary to Insull, was called before the 
grand jury to tell about the coded mes- 
sages he sent to his chief abroad. As 
he emerged, the prosecutor followed 
him with a public statement announc- 
ing that O’Keefe had named George 
A. Cooke, Waldo Tobey and Gilbert 
Porter as the three attorneys .who 
collaborated in preparing the mes- 
sages to Insull at Paris and Turin. 

The code, O'Keefe said, was pre- 
pared by him before Samuel Jr.-went 
abroad to join his father. — 

The first coded cable was sent Oc- 
tober 3 to Paris, Swanson = said 
O’Keefe told the grand jury today, 
and Porter dictated it to O’Keefe, and 
in effect it advised Insull not to com- 
ply with any requests for his return 
to the. United. States. 

A second cablegram was dispatched 
to Samuel Sr. at Turin. The first 
half, Swanson said, relayed the in- 
formation from Tobey and Porter that 
they were advised from Washington 
that there was no extradition treaty 
between Greece and this country. 

The second half, O’Keefe was said 


|}to have testified, was dictated by At- 
torney Cooke, advising Insull to go 
to Greece. Cooke, a former Illinois 
supreme court justice, was one of the 
three original receivers of Middle 
West Utilities, retiring from tle post 
some time aften the disclosure that 
he was among the members of a 
“syndicate” let in on “ground-floor” 
prices for Insull investment stocks be- 
fore public offering. | 

“Request for the provisional arrest 
and detention of Insull in Athens was 
ordered today of the American lega- 
tion in Athens by the state depart- 
ment. 

The arrest was ordered on charges 
of embezzlement and larceny upon 
which warrants of arrest were issued 
in Cook county. 

Although both charges are covered 
in an extradition treaty between the 
United States and Greece, the treaty 
is not yet effective because of lack of 
exchange of ratifications. 


AMERICAN LEGATION ASKS 
RETENTION OF INSULL 

ATHENS, Greece, Oct. 10.—(4)--— 
The American legation tonight asked 
the Athens police to hold Samuel In- 
sull for extradition ta the United 
States to face indictments for em- 
bezzlement and lareeny in the collapse 
of several big power companies. The 
police promptly complied with the re- 
quest. 

The former Chicago utilities mag- 
nate had previously been taken into 
custody because his _ identification 
papers were not in order, and he had 
been provisionally arrested as he sip- 

ed coffee on a balcony of the Grand 
eR genon hotel. 

The superintendent of police then 
made inquiries at the American le- 
gation and was informed that a coded 
cable had just been received authoriz- 


ing an application for extradition. 
The guperintendent ordered the 


definite detention of 
American was told he would 
the night. at the police station. 

The station staff prepared the 
room in the place for the fina 
and he had the accommodation of an 
adjoining bath. He was offered a 
meal in his quarters, but accepted 
only a sandwich and a glass of soda 
water, thanking the officers heartily 
for their attentions.

“The truth will out finally,” he 
added, but refused to say whether he 
was prepared to return to the United 
States voluntarily or fight extradi- 
tion.

He decided to make a radio speech 
Thursday night at 10 o'clock over a 
‘national hook-up to outline his relief 
views in response to a letter signed by 
10 welfare workers, acting on their 
own individual initiative. 

The letter said they were asking the 
sainé five questions on relief, public 
works, unemployment insurance, the 
children’s bureau, and education, of 
both candidates. 

The demoeratic presidential candi- 
date conferred tonight with James A. 
Farley, chairman of. the democratic 
national committee, to complete the 
itinerary for the southern -trip which 
will swing back into the political bat- 
tleground of the mid-west before strik- 
ing back. to Albany.

Rather 
you are sore, lame and stiff following 
the strenuous effort, exercise, £a 
or work. This condition might fairly 
he called “autointoxication,” . since 
the products of combustion of fuel 
(glycogen, animal starch, blood 
sugar) in the muscle to provide the 
energy expended in the effort are body 
wastes and if not removed —_ 
from the muscle affd from the blood 
stream that picks them up, they act 
as poisons, 

During muscular contraction ox!- 
dation takes place at a fast rate. Not 
only the glycogen or sugar is oxidized 
or burned into 
and carbon dioxide (carbonic acid 
gas) but probably some protein or 
nitrogenous material of the muscle 
cells or fibers is oxidized. At least 
some physiologists believe the prod- 
ucts of incomplete combustion of pro- 
tein material contribute toward the 
state we call fatigue, 

Up to a certain limit, which de- 
pends on the individual's “condition 
or physical training, the circulation 
and respiration both respond to the 
demands of the ‘muscular effort and 
more and more oxygen and fresh fuel 
(blood sugar) is delivered to th la- 
boring muscle and the return circula- 


‘ion carries away the inereasing ac 
cumulatioggef combustion products. 
But oe or later comes the time 
when the waste products (lactic acid 
compounds, carbon. dioxide, amino- 
acids) pile up in and about the muscle 
and that stage constitutes fatigue.

The irritability of the muscles or its 


power to continue contracting rapidly 
decreases until it is practically para- 
lyzed, if the effort is continued des- 
perately. Probably this explains some 
drownings which are ascribed 
“cramps.” : ? 

If the effort is not too long con- 
tinued, the cireulation can catch up 
on the work of carrying away the ac- 
cumulated products of combustion or 
incomplete combustion, while the 
worker rests or sleeps, though any 
athlete knows this natural recupera- 
tion proceeds faster if a rest is taken 
without sleep for a few hours, and 
some moderate exercise resumed with- 
in eight ‘hours for a .few minutes. 
This is more effective than mere mas- 
sage or passive manipulation in pre- 
venting or relieving the unpleasant 
effects of fatigue. 

From time to time we hear rumors 
of the discovery that fatigue can be 
indefinitely postponed by taking doses 
of potassium phosphate or something 
of the kind. Also that some professor 
has discoyered an antidote or an anti- 
toxin which immtnizes one against 
fatigue. The answer to these rumors 
is horse feathers. Rest is the remedy 
for fatigue. lncreased absorption of 
oxygen is the best preventive.

“The congress has authorized .. .- 
great programs of public works... . 
We have in progress much undertak- 
ings in public roads and public build- 
ings. All these projects will probably 
require expenditures of upward of $1,- 
000,000,000 within the next four 
years. - It comprises the largest eu- 
gineering construction ever undertak- 
en by any government. . . . It is jus- 
tified by the growth, need and wealth 
of our country. . . This construc. 
tion is a responsibility of the first or- 
der.” 

That language he repeated time and 
again, fixed it as his policy, never 
abandoned it until his masters told 
him to do so, or until he thought it 
politics to attack a democratic 
ill, 


Hoover Is Assailed 
For Tactics Followed. 


For the man who was the author of 
these very schemes to now denounce 
those who carry them into effect is 
as unjustifiable as for a man to deny 
the paternity of his own child and 
turn against one who gave it protec: 
tion. If I had any criticism to pass 
upon Jack Garner it would be that he 
ever even for a moment followed the 


lead of Herbert C. Hoover. 


I invite your attention to the pic- 
ture of Mr. Hoover weeping over the 
misfortune of the American farmer. 
I speak from the record and I shall 
begin at the beginning. Every state- 
ment I make can be sustained by the 
record, Mr. Hoover had never been a 
farmer: he had been a promoter of 
mines and mining stocks, mostly 
rotten. : 


May 18, 1917, Hoover (having ar- 
rived a few days before in the United 
States) testified before a senate com- 
mittee. Senator Smith, of Georgia. 
was questioning Mr. Hoover: “Will 
you tell us, Mr. Hoover, where you 
were born, where you were educated? 
Just give us a few things about your- 
self for the record, because we are 
going to use your statements.” 

Mr. Hoover: “I was born in the 
state of Iowa. I have practiced my 
profession as an engineer in aN parts 
of the world for some 25 years near- 
ly, chiefly in Russia, Australia, India, 
China and the United States. During 
the last 10 or 12 years I have made 
my headquarters between San Fran- 
cisco and London. For the last 15

Evidently he has not been 
much of a farmer. 


Admission Made 


By Senator Phelan. 


Upon the floor of the senate, Sen- 
ator Phelan, who was defending Hoo- 
ver, admitted an article by ill Ir- 
win, published June 25, 1917, and 
eulogizing Mr. Hoover, had been in- 
spired. The article tells how Hoover 
left China to form in London a part- 
nership with an Englishman. The 
foundation of this firm was in the 
Chinese coal field but they func- 
tioned in other quarters of the world. 
It is hard to describe in one wor 
Hoover’s niche in the mining industry. 
He describes himself as a mining en- 
gineer and indeed he is among the 
leaders in that profession. Yet he was 
from this time forth an entrepeneur, 
a French word for which we have no 
exact equivalent. He laid out mining 
enterprises, found the capital for them 
and managed them. 


We do have something that is 
mighty near an equivalent for “en- 
trepeneur.” As the word is translated 
for me the meaning is “promoter.” 

With reference to Hoover's activi- 
ties in relation to agricultural prod- 
ucts before he came to America, 
Ernest Poole, one of his eulogists, re- 
lates how beginning May 26, 1917, 
Mr. Hoover broke the market price 
of American farm products by buying 
slowly and then dumping large quan- 
tities and beating down prices. 


He adds: “The same was true 
wherever they went. In food, in shoes 
and clothing, repeatedly, through ex- 
pert advice of businessmen as shrewd 
as themselves, they went into the 
market and bought at cost and often 
below it.” 

In his testimony before the com- 
mittee of the senate and the house, 
Mr. Hoover asserted that prices must 
be regulated for the benefit of the 
consumer; that they were entirely too 
high and that a fixed price shouid be 
ae * order to keep prices at a lower 
evel. 


Hoover Aduised Allies 


To Control Prices. 


He declared that he advised the 
allies to contrel the price of American 
products they desired to purchase by 
the creation of a single purchasing 
agency and thus to remove competi- 
tion. He said that the plan had not 
worked successfully because’ there 
were outside buyers in the market. He 
therefore asserted that we should by 
regulation fix the price of farm prod- 
ucts, and that in order to do so we 
should create a single selling agency 
to be articulated with the single pur- 
chasin gagency of the allies, and by 
that combination the price of all prod- 
ucts could be controlled and reduced. 

At that time wheat was selling at 
$3.40 a bushel. Mr. Hoover suggest- 
ed that the price be fixed at $1.50 
a bushel. Congress declined to pass 
such a law. But a bill supported by 
Mr. Hoover passed to prevent hoard- 
And Mr. Hoover was given au- 


‘thority to license all large dealers. The 
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‘other great dealers. 
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sole purpose of the law was to pre- 
vent hoarding and a food shortage In 
this country. 

In order to encourage wheat produc- 
tion, congress passed a bill guaran- 
teeing a minimum price for wheat. 
And to induce the farmers to plant 
and insure them against a_ possible 
loss because of the possible speedy 
ending of the war, congress passed a 
law guaranteeing a minimum price of 
$2 for their wheat, which was changed 
a couple of weeks afterwards to $2.20 
by a committee provided for in the 
bill. Mr. Hoover was authorized to 
license the grain dealers, millers and 
He proceeded at 
onee to make the minimum price fixed 
by congress the maximum price which 
should be paid. He compelled the 
grain gealers under threat of for- 
feiture of their licenses to pay that 
particular price. 


U. S. Wheat Prices 
Far Below Level Abroad. 


Under that arbitrary order’ the 
farmer received at his home station 
from $1.60 to $1.80 per bushel. 

At the same time wheat was be- 
ing sold in the European markets 
from $3.50 to $5 per bushel. That 
unjust ruling by Hoover left no place 
for the American farmer. to sell a 
bushel of grain in the domestic mar- 
ket except at the arbitrary price fixed 
by Hoover. There was tken created 
a board known as the Export Grain 
Corporation which was dominated by 
Hoover. No grain could’ be shipped 
abroad except by that board. At Hoo- 
ver’s dictation it fixed for export 
grain the prices he had already fixed 
for the domestic market. Thus the 
American farmer had no place in the 
world where he could sell a_ bushel

of wheat except at the arbitrary 
fixed by Hoover. ‘Similar rul- 
were made for various other 
farm products. The résult was that 
the farmer had to for everything 
he bought at World War prices but 
was not permitted to obtain world 
prices for what he had to sell. Thus 
the farmer was made the special vic- 
tim of the war. 


Mr. Hoover's regulation of ae 
was for the benefit of England, Italy, 
France and Belgium. Thus did he 
carry out the plans he brought with 
him to the United States, viz: To 
beat down American farm prices for 
the benefit of Great Britain and her 
allies. 

The inevitable consequence was 
that at the close of the war the farm- 
er, instead of having accumulated 
money, had his notes in the bank and 
his mortgages in the vaults of the 
mortgage company. 


Farmer Was Victim 
Of Labor Regulation. 


During the war labor was permitted 
to make enormous wages. e farmer 
was the chief'victim of regulation. 


d| This is all written in the records and 


cannot be denied: I quote very brief- 
ly excerpts from Mr. Hoover’s testi- 
mony before the house agriculture 
committee. He said: 


“Wheat has now been consolidated 
into an international body called the 
‘Wheat Executive.’ It controls, I esti- 
mate roughly, 80 or 90 per cent of the 
wheat buying for the allies. Now be- 
fore we can move one step in this 
country to remedy price conditions, 
protect our own .consumers from ex- 
travagant prices, we have got to get 
that buying, commodity by commodity, 
all into one hand in order that we 
may have one hand to deal with.” 


That is to say, there was to be 
only one agency to purchase, which, 
of course, would place the farmer- 
producer at the mercy of the single 
purchaser. He continued: 

“The plan I proposed was that we 
should create in that particular a 
small board which, for lack of a bet- 
ter name, we would call the ‘food 
strategy board,’ the members of the 
board to be chogen by the food con- 
trollers of each country. (That is, of 
our country and England, France, 
Italy and Belgium.) 

“The board would simply plan the 
origin of the food supply for the 
European allies and once it had made 
its determination it would hand the 
actual operations from the European 
allied point of view over to functions 
like the Wheat Executive to purchase 
that wheat and distribute it.’ | 


Farmer Denied Benefit 


Of Prices in England. 


During July, 1917, potatoes were 
selling in London at $4.80 a bushel. 
On the same day in the United States 
at $1.40. France was paying her 
peasants $3.94 for wheat, Italy $4.33, 
Netherland $3.93, -Spain $3.96 and 
sO on. 

July, 1917, Hoover’s bulletin recites 
that the retail prices in England com- 
pared with 1914 had increased 152 
per cent; mutton 147 per cent; pork 
87 per.cent. The benefit of these 
prices was denied the American farm- 
er by the arbitrary and unlawful acts 
of Herbert C. Hoover. To Hoover the 
American farmer can charge a large 
portion of this present financial diffi- 
poe Thus did Mr. Hoover despoil 
the farmers. 

On May 1, 1918, in a public ad- 
dress toanillers and grain dealers (and 
not to farmers who raised the corn), 
he said: “I agree with the contention 
of some farmers they would be getting 
$5 and perhaps $10 a bushel for their 
wheat had it not been for restriction 
imposed by the government.” The re- 
striction imposed by the government 
in this case was the restriction of Her- 
bert C. Hoover, and him alone. 

In an address in-“1019, Julius 
Barnes, selected by Hoover as the head 
of the United States Grain Corpora- 
tion, said, “For two years it has not 
been a question of holding the price 
of wheat at the guaranteed level so 
much as preventing it from soaring 
above that fair price level.” 


Canadian Wheat 
Bought for U. S. Mills. 


In order to prevent wheat going 
away from 
in May, 1919, the grain corporation 
negotiated for the purchase of four 
million bushels of Canadian wheat for 
American mills. 

There had been by agreement a 
species of regulation on price con- 
trol set up in certain commodities 
other than wheat. Immediately upon 
the signing of the armistice all these 
price controls were released. 

But Hoover kept his hand upon 
the throat of the wheat farmer. There- 
upon the entire cabinet united with 
Secrétary Glass and requested that 
wheat should be released in order: to 
break the business’ stagnation that 
occurred immediately after the ar- 
mistice. A ecablegram was sent by 
Secretary Glass to Mr. Hoover mak- 
ing the request. Hoover replied in a 
telegram, in which he said that the 
cabinet would have to take the moral 
responsibility and that “we shall not 
only ... be precipitated in a financial 
crisis but we shall betray the Amer- 
ican farmer.” 

He commented bitte-ly on the ac- 
tion of the war board in freeing the 
exportation of pork products early in 
March. He declared “that the prices 
rose rapidly under speculation, that 
the consumer paid $15,000,000 
cause of the increased price of pork 
in the month of March alone, and that 
the action was taken against a pro- 
test of my entire staff and myself.” 
As to wheat, he said: “Unless some gu- 
perior force intervenes we do not pro- 
pose the American consumer to suffer 
from such rises in the price of bread 
and we .intend to hold the price of 
wheat at the figure it has stayed 
during the entire war.” 


Farmer Forced To Sell 
On Bankrupt Market. 


Now what was the next step? Im- 
mediately after Mr. Harding's elec- 
tion the manufacturers demanded and 
obtained a tariff for the express pur- 
pose of enabling them to “maintain 
war prices on their products.” Long 
before that the government maximum 
guarantee on wheat had _ expired. 
There was nothing to sustain’ the 
farmer's market. He was then obliged 
to buy in the high protective market 
and to sell his surplus (which also 
fixed the price in the domestic mar- 
ket) upon the bankrupt market of 
Europe. From that day on his prices 
have been declining. 

Until the present panic the farmer 
has been compelled to buy in a mar- 
ket artificially held at the war level 
by the tariff law and the combina- 
tions behind it. 

The gap between those two price 
levels is the gap of bankruptcy to 
which the American farmer has been 
constantly driven. 

Let us now turn to the remedies 
proposed by Mr. Hoover. Not on the 
eve of this campaign when he is lIook- 
ing for votes, but when he was ex- 
pounding his philosophy and policies, 
In his pamphlet published in 1925, en- 
titled “Some Long-View Policies for 
the Improvement of the Farmers’ 
Profit,” Mr. Hoover said: 

“Continuous over-production means 
unmanageable surplus, and that can 
only be corrected by prices low enough 
to make production unprofitable for 
some part of the acreage in use.” 


Words Emphasized, 


Impressed on Farmers. 


Let me burn those words into the 
brain of every farmer in the United 
States—‘“‘can. only be corrected by 
prices low enough to make production 
unprofitable for some part of the acre- 
age in use.” Early in 1925, over his 
own signature, he said: “Generally, 


the fundamental need is a balancing of |

demand. 

These declarations are found in full 
in the Co ional Record of April 
5, 1928. t did they mean except 
starving farmer to a point where 
there is no surplus? r or- 
ganizations, put in a few words, 
“starve out the surplus.” | 

Hoover became secretary of com- 
merce in 1921 and immediately began 
to maneuver to take supervision 
of the. grain markets away from the 
agricultural department and have 
them transferred to himself. A bitter 
fight ensued. Duri its progress 
Hoover declared the functions of the 
department of agriculture should end 
when the production on the farm is 
complete and at that point the ac- 
tivities of the department of com- 
merce should begin. An agricultural! 
conference was called. Hoover packed 
the conference and actually succeeded 
in getting a report recommending a 
contraction of agriculture to a do- 
mestie self-sufficiency basis with only 
—e foreign markets as shall be prof- 
itable. 

That was January 28, 1925. It, of 
course, if carried out, meant the dis- 
continuation of about 20 per cent of 
wheat farms, 12 per cent of corn 
farms and 50 per cent of cotton farms. 
This policy of starving out surplus 
has been in progress ever since the 
war. 

It is manifested in the declaration 
of Arthur Hyde that “drouths are a 
blessing” and the recommendations of 
the farm board to “plow up every 
other row of cotton and shoot every 
tenth dairy cow.” 


Farmer-Sponsored Bills 


Defeated in ’24, ’26. 


The farmers having a reasonable 
degree of common sense did not ac- 
cept. Bills which the farmers spon- 
sored were brought in in 1924 and 
1926 but were defeated. In February, 
1927, a third bill was passed and was 
vetoed in one of the most rancorous 
and resentful messages ever written. 
It is generally believed that the mes- 
sage was composed by Mr. Hoover. If 
not written by him, at least it was 
sponsored by- his present backer, Mr. 
Coolidge. hen a fourth bill was 
assed by enormous majorities. The 
egislation was immediately denounced 
by both Hoover and Mellon. 

It is fair to infer from Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s declarations when he came to 
this country and from his 1928 cam- 
paign speeches that his real objec- 
tion was that he still entertained his 
original design to capture the com- 
merce of the world. It will be re- 
‘membered that he had for years de- 
clared his purpose to capture’ the 
trade of the world and that to do so 
he proposed to undersell the world. 
That meant, among other things, to 
undersell the world in agricultural 
products. That was and has been his 
theory. 

Under Mr. Hoover’s administration 
the farm board was set up. At its 
head is Arthur Hyde. here was 
appropriated five hundred million dol- 
lars to control the prices of farm 
products. The money has been large- 
ly wasted. The wheat market has 
been destroyed. Wheat has sold at 
the lowest price in the last century 
of time. Mr. Hoover now admits that 
the scheme is a failure. But what 
does he propose as a substitute? He 
goes back to a recommendation of 
co-operatives. Co-operatives existed 
before Mr. Hoover arrived in the 
United States. They have done some 
good but they have never been able 
raise the price level, above world 
prices. 


Foreign Debt Issue 
Left Beneath Cloud. 


He tells us in one breath that he 
proposes to collect the foreign debts 
and@in the next that in some myste- 
rious way he is going to wipe out the 
debts due us by Europe by sending 
them our wheat in addition to the 
money we have heretofore given them. 
That kind of financing is well illus- 
crated by a proposition now being dis- 
cussed. The farm, board paid more 
than $25,000,000 of our money for 
25,000,000 bushels of wheat. It is now 
trying to sell the wheat to China for 
$15,000,000 and proposes to loan 
China $15,000,000 with which to pay 
for it. Thus we will have $40,000,000 
invested and the very doubtful note 
of China for $15,000,000. 

Clearly enough there must be a 
change of policy. Seven years Hoover 
has been in a position of command. 
Every time he has uttered a word, 
written a pamphlet, sent a telegram 
or invited a message, he has succeeded 
in breaking the market, 

Again I quote the pathetic wail of 
Senator Fess: “Every time the ad- 
ministration gives out an optimistic 
statement about business conditions 
the market immediately drops.” And 
once more I quote the confession of 
the republican party as it stands at 
the bar of public opinion: “We meet 
in a period of widespread distress and 
of economic depression that has swept 
the world. The emergency is equal 
only to that of a great war. The hu- 
man suffering occasioned may well ex- 
ceed that of a period of actual con- 
flict.” 

Under these circumstances, common 
sense demands a change of adminis- 
tration. The postmasters cry, “Don’t 
change horses while you are crossing 
the stream.” That expression was 
first uttered by Abraham Lincoln. It 
had some applicability to him and to 
his times. But unfortunately the man 
in the White House bears no resem- 
blance whatever to the great emanci- 
pator. What we need most of all in 
America is a man whose every heart- 
beat is for America, who faces to- 
ward this country, who thinks in 
American terms. The man we have 
named has no divided allegiance. He 
has but one country, the United States 
of America; but one flag, the Stars 
and Stripes. The task before him is 
Herculean. To extricate this country 
from the morass in which it has been 
involved will require the highest de- 
gree of statesmanship. Yet I venture 
to prophesy that when the ballots 
have been counted on the ninth day 
of next November and Roosevelt's 
election assured, the sun of hope and 
prosperity will emerge above the hori- 
zon of the dark night throigh which 
we ave been passing.

COAL MINE STRIKERS 
ROUTED BY TEAR GAS 
TAYLORVILLE, IIl., Oct. 10.—(4) 


Protestin members of the newly 
formed Sccnbenaien Miners’ Union 
were routed by tear gas and bayon- 
ets of militiamen today when they 
attempted to halt operations in the 
coal oa of the Taylow/flle area. 

A half dozen skirmishes were re- 
ported when a number of mines that 
had been idle for several weeks, due 
to union strife, resumed operations. 
In each instance, strikers were driven 
away and members of the United 
Mine Workers of America, who have 
accepted a reduced $5 a day basic 
wage scale, proceeded with their work. 
The trouble began this morning when 
several hundred strikers gathered be- 
fore the homes here of miners work- 
ing at the reduced scale. National 
guardsmen escorted the miners to 
work, but the picketers soon rushed 
the mine gates. 

The troops resorted to tear gas in 
dispersing the strikers before the em- 
ployed men’s home, and at the mines 
threatened to employ their bayonets.

no violence, no dynamiting of ma- 
chines, and no destruction of peanuts. 

He said no peanuts were being 
harvested in this county except per- 
haps in isolated instances, the crop 
being left in the field. 

The story said farmers of Sumter, 
Dooly, Dougherty, Colquitt dnd Tur- 
ner counties already had joined with 
those of Crisp in the movement, and 
Wilcox, Tift, Worth and others are 
expeeted to be lined up this week. 
The farmers were described as “much 
aroused” and planning to extend the 
campaign not only into other coun- 
ties but into the Carolinas, Alabama, 
Tennessee, and Virginia also. 

Griffin said he would go to Tifton 
Wednesday and to Abbeville and 
Sylvester Thursday to launch the 
movement in Tift, Wileox, and Worth 
counties. Organizations were set up 
- Moultrie, Americus and Vienna to- 

ay. 

Crisp county farmers who held a 
meeting here last Monday are hold- 
ing out for $40 a ton.

J. E. CONWELL ASKS UW. S. 
TO AID PEANUT GROWER 

J. E. Conwell, president of the 
Georgia Cotton Growers Co-operative 
Association, pom tia wired the de- 
partment of agriculture asking that 
the department come to the aid of 
peanut growers in south and south- 
west Georgia by allowing seed logn 
borrowers to collateralize their loans 
with the department with peanuts on 
a basis of $45 per ton. This action, 
Mr. ,Conwell stated, followed inves- 
tigation made by representatives of 
the co-operative and reports coming 
to its offices to the effect that even 
though the peanut crop is short farm- 
ers are able to realize only about $20 
per ton net from their peanuts when 
they should be selling for from $40 
to $50 per ton under present con- 
ditions. 

“Our ‘farmers are holding meetings 
in the peanut area that are being 
largely attended in an effort to take 
the necessary steps that will relieve 
the present price situation for pea- 
nuts,’ Conwell said. “I am confident 
that with the definite co-operation of 
all agencies that much assistance can 
be rendered peanut growers tempora- 
rily, at least, in getting a better price 
for peanuts. It is to be hoped that 
peanut growers in our state will form 
their own co-operative marketing 
agency which in my opinion is the 
solution of their peanut marketing 
problem on a permanent basis, 

“Just last week the cotton co-opera- 
tives were able to do much for their 
members and all cotton farmers in 
working out plans with the depart- 
ment of agriculture for collateraliz- 
ing seed loans secured by farmers on 
a 9 1-2 cents basis. Most of the pea- 
nut farmers are cotton growers and 
the cotton co-operatives are interest- 
ed in them for that reason and also 
for the fact that they are Georgia 
farmers and I am confident that all 
agricultural organizations and others 
are interested in being of every pos- 
sible assistance to them at this time. I 
believe the department wants to assist 
the peanut farmers in the orderly 
marketing of their crop.” 


In his wire to the department Mr. 
Conwell said: “Peanut growers in 
south and southwest Georgia are in 
serious financial condition. This crop 
is equal in importance in those sec- 
tions with cotton as cash crop ‘to 
farmers. Cotton crop in that terri- 
tory practically a failure due to boll 
weevil. Peanut crop rt. Peanuts 
bringing farmers only about $20 per 
ton or approximately half the price 
farmers feel they should have. Be- 
lieve you could relieve situation to 
great extent and aid your collections 
on-loans if you would provide for stor- 
age of peanuts in bonded warehouses 
and allow your loans to be collateral- 
ized with peanuts on basis of $45 
per ton. I think this of great impor- 
tance in repayment of government 
loans and that the peanut growers 
should have assistance and considera- 
tion.”

who failed this year to duplicate the 
sensational form he displayed in 1931 ; 
Bob O'Farrell, veteran of 18 major

manager of the Cardinals, and Ethan 
Allen, fast but light-hitting outfielder. 


Denying any cash was involved, 
even though the Giants gave ‘four 
for two,” Secretary Jim Tierney made 
this statement on the club’s behalf: 

“Manager Bill Terry, who has re- 
cently signed a two-year contract to 
pilot the Giants, made the deal as part 
of our pages of bringing new faces to 
the Polo grounds and, we. hope, ob- 
taining better results. This is the be- 
ginning of a series of trades by which 
he will strengthen the Giants. We 
are dickering with several other clubs.” 

Baseball gossip has linked the 
names of Freddy Lindstrom and 
“Shanty” Hogan with talk of other 
prospective trades but Tierney de- 
clined to say whether these players 
were likely to go elsewhere. 

‘On the basis of 1931 form, the 
Giants would have had much the 
worst of the deal just concluded with 
the club which wound up in a tie with 
the New Yorkers in sixth place this 
season. Mooney, the southern boy, 
won seven straight games for the 
Giants after being brought up late in 
the 1931 season from the Bridgeport 
farm but this year his record showed 
only six victories against 10 defeats. 
Walker also slumped this year, win- 
ning eight and losing 12 after a great 
1931 campaign, during which’ he won 
19, lost 9, and led the league in ef- 
fectiveness with an average yield of 
only 2.26 earned runs per game. 

Walker’s home is in East St. Louis 
He voluntarily helped get the Cardi- 
nals in shape for their winning battle 
with the Athletics in the 1931 World 
Series. The Giants bought him from 
Denver in 1927-.for a reported price 
of $25,000. 

_ O'Farrell and Allen saw little ac- 
tion last season and do not figure to 
gain places in the Cardinal lineup. 
The veteran backstop, who came to 
the Giants in 1928 after managing 
the Cardinals in 1927. played in only 

games and batted .242. Allen, 
who was obtained in a trade with 
Cincinnati in 1930, hit only .175 in 
54 games this year. 

The Giants feel Starr and Mapn- 
cuso will give them much needed bat- 
tery strength. Starr, with Rochester 
Internationals the past two seasons, 
has been regarded as one of the best 
pitching products of the Cardinal 


this spring after winning 20 and los- 
ing 7 with the Redwings but was ship- 
ped back again. Recalled this fall. 
Starr looked good in a brief turn 
against the Giants and then blanked 
Brooklyn. With Rochester this year, 
however, the 25-year-old right-hander 
won 9 and lost 12 games. 

Mancuso, while serving as under- 
study to Jimmy Wilson, has shown 
speed and ability. He has had four 
years of big league experience and 
batted .282 in 103 games this year.

Answer: : 


You shouldn’t have much diffi- 
culty in ee the cause of 
the trouble, The sisters that are 
so ready to criticize the “third girl” 
to you have either betrayed you 
into criticizing her, or they have 
carried untrue tales to her in the 
effort to wean her away from you. 
You may be reasonably sure that 
the sisters with their sharp tongues, 
and their indiscreet use of them, 
have played some trick of mischief 
that has brought things to this 
pass. The best thing you can do 
is to ignore the sisters and set 
about to’ re-establish cordial rela- 
tions with your old friend. You will 
discover, when this is accomplished, 
that the mischief workers have 
eaused the separation, 


Your sophisticated friend is no 
doubt valuable to you and if she 
has taught you to act cute with 
the boys you are not going to part 
company with her on account of 
any maternal disapproval. But this 
compromise you can make with 
your mother: to see less of the so- 
phisticated one and more of the 
friend of whom she does approve. 
Don’t permit yourself the question- 
able luxury of doing the _ things 
that are not in accord with your 
mother’s ideals for you and that 
are not in accord with your own 
ideas of what is proper for a 
young girl, Acting cute with the 
boys May mean one thing and it 
may mean another.

Don’t 
tell one friend what you think of 
another unless it is distinctly compli- 
mentary. Don’t permit one friend to 
criticize another of your friends to 
you, particularly if the two parties 
are not themselves friends. If you 
feel free to make or listen to criti- 
cism of one friend, put it down that 
she will either sense it, or hear it, 
and will do one of two things: either 
she will, exercise the same preroga- 
tive, or she will-drop you like a hot 
cake, None of us is satisfied with 
any relationship that isn’t instinct 
with loyalty. Nothing makes you 
love a person any more than to feel 
you are perfectly safe in her hands, 
regardless of whether you are absent 
or present. 


“We were just talking about 
you,” said one 60-year-old woman 
to another the same age, “That's 
good,” came the ready response of 
the person addressed.
